We were fortunate in receiving permission to be present during 
the whole of the grand ceremonies connected with the inaugura- 
tion of the Inn Buildings; and haying been farther assisted by 
Mr. Hardwicke, the architect of the grand and picturesque pile, 
we are able to present the public with an exclusive and correctly 
illustrated report of the proceedings. 


THE OPENING. 

The day for this angust ceremony was most auspicious. A 
bright sun and a southerly wind gave to one of the last days of 
October the genial tempera- 022. 
ture of spring. Тһе crowd

and along the line of road which the royal cortege passed from 
Buckingham Palace. Thousands of respectable families, in- 
cluding, it would seem, all the ladies of their several households, 
lined the way, and gave the pageant much of the grace and 
splendour of a Venetian festival. 

A battalion of the Coldstream Guards arrived at the hall be- 
fore twelve o'clock, preceded by their splendid band, and took

carriages of most of the cabinet ministers, and of those who had 
received tickets of admission, began to arrive in rapid succession. 
1һоға Campbell, who was dressed іп а most gorgeous court costume 
of black velvet with silver enrichments, and most of the benchers, 
Һай been in attendance from an early hour of the morning. А 

Her Majesty and Prince Albert, attended by the lords and ladies 
of the household, arrived at Lincoln’s Inn in four of the royal car- 
riages, shortly before half past one o'clock. ‘The Queen and her 
illustrious Consort were loudly cheered by the assembled thousands 
of her loyal subjects. Her Majesty looked remarkably well, and 
frequently bowed as the royal carriage passed slowly to the hall. 

Нег Majesty was escorted by a detachment of the 1st regiment of 
Horse Guards. The regulations of the police were excellent, and 
deserve the highest praise. No confusion whatever occurred. 

On her Majesty's arrival, the bands of the Coldstream Guards and 
Horse Guards played the national anthem, which was responded to 
15 huzzas from the immense multitude who surrounded the 

all. 

At the grand banquet covers were laid for 300 guests; the head 
table was furnished by Mr. Gunter for 80, the other tables for 420 
were supplied by the regular cook to the society. All the barristers 
present were attired in their wigs and gowns, 

The Queen and his Royal Highness Prince Albert having 
alighted at the foot of what is called the iron gate, were received on 
the landing of the students’ entrance by the treasurer, J. A. F, 
Simpkinson, Esq., the cabinet ministers, the benchers, and the 
architect, who were specially appointed to attend her Majesty through 
the building. Her Majesty then proceeded, leaning on the arm of 
the Prince, and preceded by the treasurer and the lord chamber- 
Jain bearing his wand of office, to the lobby entrance of the hall. 
Here her Majesty for the first time caught a glimpse of the mag- 
nificent hall, and of the splendid hospitalities which awaited her. 
She paused a moment, but her admiration of the scene was at once 
arrested by the enthusiastic shout of lusty hurras which burst from 
the ocean of big wigs which filled the vast arena like a field of snow. 
Her Majesty's gravity was disturbed. To see a barrister and a judge 
giving way to the natural feelings of the heart, and cheering like 
unsophisticated children, was more than even sovereignty could resist, 
and at once she owned their honest hearty loyalty by a laugh, as 
good-natured and as long as their own triumphant welcome,

Нег Majesty was from that instant regarded as a sister 
“ bencher.” 

Silence being restored, the band of the Coldstream Guards, which 
had been placed in the lobby, played “ God save the Queen,” and the 
procession passed to the vestibule. During this time, it was re- 
marked thit her Majesty's attention was so wholly absorbed by the 
extraordinary assemblage of lawyers, that she ceased to regard tne 
splendours of their noble hall. Many gracious recognitions were 
made as she passed along. 

On reaching the vestibule, her Majesty and the Prince were greatly 
struck by the finished and origine beauty of the building; and 
several expressions of surprise and delight escaped the lips of the 
Prince. The richly- painted bosses in the groining of the roof par- 
ticularly took his attention. Having rested a short space, to surve 
through the hall door-way, the scene she had passed, her Majesty: 
with the Prince and her ladies, retired to the council-room which 
had been prepared and furnished for her reception. In this beautiful 
room her Majesty was not slow to perceive that her known taste for 
beautiful woods in the construction of articles of furniture, and раг- 
ticularly іп those which embrace а display of marqueterie, had been 
considered, and that a most costly attempt had been made to give it 
singular gratification. ‘Ihe benchers, guided by their architect, de- 
termined that, with one exception, the whole of the furniture should 
be of British oak. A complete suite of drawing-room furniture 
built of that “unwedgeable and’ gnarled material,” was accordingly 
made by Mr. Caldecott, the gentleman so well known for his decora- 
tive works and furniture at Crewe Hail, Cheshire. Any thing more 
beautiful it has never fallen to our lot to witness. A table and a 
sofa of Suffolk oak, polished, and richly carved, commanded the 
marked approval of her Majesty. “They will doubtless be copied and 
lead 10 new employment for our ingenious artizans. The exception 
to which we alluded was a table of Amboyna wood, “ very precious 
and goodly to behold.” In this room her Majesty examined a 
splendid collection of portraits of great legal personages. While 
her Majesty was thus occupied, the treasurer and the benchers re- 
mained in waiting in the west drawing-room. 

Her Majesty and the Prince, returning to the vestibule, were 
pleased to enter into familiar conversation with the architect, and 
seemed, from their inquiries, to be well acquainted with the styles 
and technical peculiarities of the building. Тһе connection of the 
Prince with the Royal Commission of Fine Arts has doubtless made 
the royal pair critical in such matters,

TO THE QUEEN'S MOST 
EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 
The Humble Address of the Treasurer 
and Masters of the Bench, and Dar- 

risters and Fellows of the Society of 

Lincoln's Inn. 

We, your Majesty's faithful subjects, 
the treasurer and masters of the bench, 
and the barristers and fellows of Lin- 
coln's Inn, entreat your Мајер 's per- 
mission humbly to testify the Joy and 
gratitude inspired by your royal рге- 
sence, 

The edifice in which, under such 
happy auspices, we are forthe first time 
assembled, is adorned with memorials 
of many servants of the crown, eminent 
for their talents, their learning, and 
their integrity. То the services, as 
recorded in history, of these our dis- 
tinguished predecessors, we appeal in all 
humility for our justification in aspiring 
to receive your Majesty beneath this 
roof. 

Two centuries have nearly passed 
away since the inns of court were ho- 
noured by the presence of the reignin 
prince. We cannot, therefore, but fee 
deeply grateful for a mark so conspi- 
cuous of your Majesty's. condescension, 
and of your gracious regard for the pro- 
fessors of the law, 

It is our earnest desire to deserve 
this proof of your Majesty's favour, by 
a zealous execution of the trust reposed 
in us, to guard and maintain the dignity 
of the bar of England. 

In our endeavours to this end, we 
shall best follow in the course which it 
has been your Majesty's royal pleasure 
to pursue. Signally has your Majesty 
fostered the independence of the bar, 
and the purity of the bench, by distri- 
buting the honours which you have 
graciously bestowed on the profession 
among the members of all parties in 
the state. 

Permit us also, most Gracious So- 
vereign, to offer to your Majesty our 
sincere congratulations on the great 
ameliorations of the law which have 
been effected since your Majesty's acces- 
sion to the throne, throughout many 
portions of your vast empire, 

Гһе pure glory of these labours will be dear to your Majesty's 
heart, for it arises from the welfare of your subjects. 

That your Majesty may long reign over a loyal, prosperous, and 
contented people, is our devout and fervent prayer to Almighty God. 


This address, which was written in an elegant Italian hand, em- 
blazoned with the royal arms and the arms of the society, and sealed 
with the society’s seal, was then handed to her Majesty, who received 
it with marked respect, and returned an answer reciprocating the 
exalted Sentiments of the benchers, andina very gracious and соп- 
stitutional manner pledging the power of the throne to support the 
administration of the law. „Mr. Treasurer Simpkinson,” as he 
was familiarly called by his brethren, was then made а knight; and 
long, say we, may he live to enjoy the dignity. This ceremonial con- 
cluded, her Majesty was introduced to all the personages present. 

On the termination of the levee, which lasted about half an hour, 
her Majesty descended from the throne, and passed to the west end 
of the room, where arrangements had been made for receiving the 
revered signature оғ“ Vicroxta” in the visitors’ book.

DESCRIPTIVE NOTICE OF THE NEW BUILDINGS. 


The Society of Lincoln's Inn have been infinitely more fortunate 
with their new hall than was the. corporation of the city of London 
when it bestowed a new Gothic front on its ancient civic hall, 
which seems to have been designed on the principle of good wine 
needing no bush, therefore there was no danger of the unsight- 
liness of the exterior scaring away the lovers of good cheer, or de- 
terring them from indulging their taste within, however much their 
taste of a different kind — if they possessed any at all — was shocked 
on the outside. Still, shocking though it be as architecture, the 
front of Guildhall is not altogether without its value, because it most 
convincingly proves what utter ignorance of Gothic prevailed at 
that time (not more than sixty уеаг ago), notwithstanding that there 

re the same models for study as at present; and therefore serves 
yay nake manifest from what ignorance and barbarism, as far as that 
5 15 of architecture is concerned, we have advanced to such know- 

age that we can now fairly rival our models themselves. We need 
= Б however, go into the city for an example,since even in Lincoln s

is a characteristic of the object to which it is applied, supposing it to 
be applied properly, or not merely at random, without regard to 
meaning. 

We do not say that such would have been the case with respect 
to the structure we are examining, since it might have been carried 
on for its entire length in a series of uniform * bays,” or compart- 
ments, similar to those of the south or hall division of it, with suf- 
ficiently good effect, but at the same time very far short of that 
which is now produced, It would have been comparatively flat 
and uninteresting; there would have been nothing to occupy and 
detain the eye as at present: on the contrary, what now pleases as 
sobriety, would probably have shown an insipidity and blankness. 
By breaking up the general mass into subordinate ones, the archi- 
tect has obtained that sort of play and picturesque richness as to 
composition, which frequently tells more than mere decoration, at 
least considerably enhances the value of the latter, and more than 
reconciles to a subdued degree of it, as is here the case with regard 
to the exterior of the edifice, which, though it does not affect any 
pomp of embellishment, is the very reverse of insipid. More 
matronly than meretricious in its air and physiognomy, it possesses 
no inconsiderable share of piquant expression—a quality fully equi- 
valent to mere beauty; and of such expression much is here derived 
from the variety of sky-line, or outline, not only that occasioned by 
louvres, lanterns, and chimneys. but by the two principal portions 
of the rocf, viz. that over the hall and that over the library, running 
transversely to each other, owing to which those perspective lines 
are forcibly contrasted, one of them being seen foreshortened, while 
the other is seen parallel, or nearly so. 

Great variety and pictorial character, very effective contrast in 
regard to lines and surfaces, and catching lights and shades, are fur- 
ther thrown into the composition, and a most attractive kind of 
movement is imparted to it, by the grouping of the parts at the north 
end ; and the manner in which that division of the plan which con- 
nects the hall and library together is inserted and іш а manner ге- 
cessed between them, showing itself to be subordinate to them in 
purpose, although of very great importance indeed as regards com- 
position and ensemble. Whatever may be said in favour of sim. 
plicity —and as it is generally understood that quality seems to be 
quite misunderstood, for many would cite the * Stone Buildings” 
here as an example of it—intricacy and complexity also possess their 
value and their charm, although they affect the spectator very differ- 
ently from the other. Іп addition to diversity of sky-line, and also 
to that of the several features of the elevation, the varied forms and 
design of bays, windows, &c,, such agreeable complexity is produced 
in that portion of the building which we are now speaking of, by the 
various breaks upon the plan-line, and the several projecting and re- 
ceding surfaces so produced, and which become so many spirited 
touches in the architectural picture. 

Although less favoured by sun than the side towards Lincoln's 
Inn Fields, the east, or what may be called the terrace-front of the 
building, it being in fact the front, inasmuch as the apprcach and 
entrances to it are on that side, is that which possesses most architec- 
tural piquancy of the kind just alluded to, owing to the two porches, 
and highly picturesque manner in which the flights of steps leading 
up to them are disposed and brought out, the happy effect of which 
is not to be appreciated from a general view; but it tells admirably in 
near views of the building, or rather of the successive parts of it, as 
seen upon the terrace itself. How very greatly this latter aids and 
sets off the building on this side of it—what dignity of attitude it im- 
parts to it, hardly needs be said. Тһе terrace is, in fact, a most 
charming and graceful appendage to the structure; and while it 
serves effectually to conceal the lower basement offices, although they 
are hardly sunk at all below the general level of the garden, it affords 
a noble and ample promenade of nearly fifty feet in width, which is 
considerably more than that along, or rather enclosed within, the river 
front of the new palace of Westminster, which latter is but of narrow 
proportions in comparison with its length. Just now, however, the 
terrace and garden scene does not show itself to particular advantage, 
for to be enjoyed in full perfection it should be viewed on a glowing

‘The approach to the new hall through the garden and along the 
terrace affords a great variety of scenic points of view, both as re- 
gards the edifice itself and episodical parts of it, and off prospects 
from the terrace towards the“ Stone Buildings” and others — not 
indeed when the latter are fully exposed to sight as at present, but 
when more or less screened by the foliage of the intervening trees. 
‘here are two entrance porches from the terrace, and also two smaller 
doors placed in nooks of the building, which afford access on that 
side to the upper basement or ground tioor, level with the terrace, at 
its north end, and one of which is the entrance to what is called the

Rarely have we seen anything better, or nearly so well, laid out

pared, and it is then first discovered, contrary to what is promised by 
the exterior — consequently such promise is, in this instance, more 
than realised —that when the doors of the hall and library are thrown 
open, a complete view is obtained through the building, from end to 
end. We will, however, confine our attention at first to the vesti- 
bule alone. This forms a hall or gallery of communication, between 
seventy and eighty feet in extent from north to south, the library 
being at one end of it (on the north), and the hall on the opposite 
one, and having the council-room on the left or east side of it as 
thus entered, and the drawing-room on the other. It is divided on 
its plan into three compartments, the centre one of which is carried 
up much loftier than the other two, and in such manner as 10 form 
an octagonal lantern, or clerestory, having on each of its sides a 
window enriched with stained glass. The effect both of colour 
and of light streaming down from above is not a little striking, and 
is further enhanced by the ribs or bosses of the roof of the octagon 
being relieved by gilding, which beauties of colour and material 
cannot even be hinted at in mere engravings; and this remark ap- 
plies generally, for in regard also to both the hall and the library, 
very much of their effect arises from the brilliancy of the windows, 
and the glow of colour diffused by them. Our view of it will, how- 
ever, serve to convey a sufficiently accurate idea of this vestibule and 
its general design; but there is one novelty in it which requires to 
be distinctly pointed out, viz. that on the floor, the four spandrels, 
ос triangular compartments, between the square and the octagon, аге 
paved with glass, in order to admit light into the sub-hall beneath this 
vestibule, which would otherwise be nearly dark, but which is thus 
rendered sufficiently light for its purpose; and such novel application 
of glass, both thus and in the form of glass tiles, is likely to lead to 
many further improvements in building. If we might suggest im- 
provement with regard to the vestibule itself, of which we are speak- 
ing, it would, we conceive, have been better had the central division, 
beneath the octagon lantern been partly enclosed by rich open-work 
screens, either of oak or stone, carried up to the height of about five 
or six feet, still leaving open the view from end to end through the 
two centre arches north and south of the octagon, We are further 
of opinion that the square skylights over the other two compartments 
of the place, are by far too poorand commonplace in design to accord 
with the rest; they ought to have been enriched with some sort of 


tracery, and also to have had some coloured glass inserted into them, 
had it been only a single colour, in order to bring them into some 
degree of keeping with the windows of the clerestory lantern, 


Before proceeding further, we may as well look in at once at the 


drawing-room and council-room ; as to speak of them after the hall 
and library would not be so much to their advantage, 
correspond as to size, viz.

with some very slight differences, they correspond also as to their 


architectural character, which, though so exceedingly simple and 
plain as to afford scarcely anything for description (except in regard 
to the design of their chimney-pieces, one of which is here shown ), 
are quite plain and unpretending, but more than usually pleasing, 
and of a kind of pleasingness that dves not fall upon the eye. 


In these rooms there is, however, one great novelty in regard to 
material, if not design; which із, that their ceilings are wainscotted 
with what appears to be some superior kind of wood of a very rich 
апа deep tone, yet is merely common deal, to which such beauty of 
colour and surface is imparted merely by staining and polishing. 
Yet instead of recommending what is most assuredly a very great 
improvement, and one likely to cause the art of painting and imi- 
tative graining to be laid aside altogether where that wood is used, 
the editor of the “ Civil Engineer” will have it that such staining 
and polishing amounts to sham material, although there is nothing 
but the real material itself without any artifice, unless the working it 
up from its raw state is to be considered such; and if so, the same 
objection holds good against polished diamonds and polished marbles. 

The library is a singularly beautiful apartment, perhaps even more 
remarkable for peculiarity of character than the hall itself. As 
already remarked, it is placed, not in continuation of the general line 
of the plan from north to south, but transversely to it, whereby con- 
siderable variety is imparted to the arrangement of the interior; and 
its dimensions are eighty feet by forty, exclusively of the two spacious 
oriels at its east and west ends, which extend the entire length to 
about twenty feet more. Besides those two magnificent ana lofty 
windows, which show with such admirable effect in a general view of 
the apartment from either end, there are eight others on the north 
side, placed in two tiers, viz. three in the lower one, and five above 
in the upper gallery of the book-shelves. In the lower part of the 
room the book-cases are brought out at right angles to the walls, so 
as to form a series of cabinets or recesses on each side, leaving aclear 
space down the centre of the room, eighteen feet (which corresponds 
with the width of the oriels at its extremities), and ninety-six, which 
dimensions alone, upon that part of the floor, would constitute a gal- 
lery of no ordinary size. Of the recesses on the north side of the 
room, three, as is above indicated, contain windows; and that in the 
middle one, immediately facing the door from the vestibule, is richly 
emblazoned with the royal arms by Willemont, the effect of which in 
such situation is exceedingly striking upon first entering, and before 
the apartment displays itself to the eye in its full extent. ‘Phe other 
windows are also enriched with stained glass, though by no means to 
the same extent, it being contined to their borders in order not to 
diminish the light too much. ‘The oriels have been mentioned, but 
remain to be described, a though it is not very easy to convey by mere 
description an adequate idea of the studied beauty of their cesign, 
and the finish of their details. The view of the library, showing the 
oriel at the east end (where the seat of state for her Majesty was 
erected) must therefore assist us, and to that we accordingly refer as 
explanatory of the general design of those two windows and the ге- 
cesses forming their bays, which are framed in from the rest of the 
room by a decorated arch —a circumstance that contributes mat rially 
to the architectural completeness of the ensemble. The statue ot 
Lord Erskine was brought from the Old Hall, and placed in the 
western oricl of this new library, but the situation was considered un- 
favourable, and it has in consequence since been removed; but it 
stiikes us that it might have been placed with considerable advantage 
— in regard to general eflect at least — in another part of the room, 
namely, in the centre recess facing the door, where it would have 
been a prominent object on first entering; nor d, we suppose that 
it could possibly have intercepted a view of the painted window there 
so as at all to diminish its + Тес, while such a background to it would 
have set off the statue itself to advantage. Ав to statues — though 
such situation might perhaps be considered somewhat derogatory 
from the honour intended so to be paid — four might be disposed 
with considerable effect in the vestibule, viz. two in each of the di- 
visions north and south of that beneath the lantern. After this іше 
interruption, we have little more to add to our description of the 
library than that it is unusually lofty for an apartment of the kind, it 
being not less than forty feet in its extreme height; and, though 
plain in comparison with that of the ball, its timber ceiling, sup- 

orted on arch-ribs springing from side to side, is of excellent design. 
diere, too, deal is employed tor the plain surfaces between the ribs 
and mouldings, but is of a different hue and tone from that in the 
ceilings before mentioned, it being here made to resemble the rest of 
the wood-work (namely, oak) in its colour, ‘There is still one minor 
point — ог perhaps a principal one —'s regards the full keeping up of 
the style, to which attention has to be called, and that is the general 
design or pattern of the glazing, which, though in small quarrels or 
panes, is so far from being at all mean in appearance, is, on the con- 
trary, equally ornamental and characteristic.

THE PANIC QUESTION. 

Peruars the most remarkable feature of the present discussion 
upon speculations and panics is the almost universal prevalence 
of the common error of confounding capital and money. Capital 
is property; Money is the representative of property, as figures are 
the representatives of numbers, adopted for convenience. There 
is ample capital in the country to carry on the railway system, 
but not sufficient money; because, by the bullionist law of 1819, 
we are only allowed to use the money, or representative, of a small 
part of that property, viz. Gold. Hence the panics which have 
invariably followed every brief period of prosperity for the last 
twenty-five years. The only way, therefore, of avoiding a 
ruinous scarcity of money, under these extended operations, is by 
uniting to defeat that monopoly, or insisting upon its immediate 
repeal.

FOREIGN PROSPECTS, 

In our publication of last week we entered at some length upon 
naval affairs, as connected with the fine squadron of line-of-battle 
ships, fully manned and equipped, which had been to sea for an 
experimental cruise, and we have on former occasions noticed the 


increased activity in our dockyards in forwarding the building of 
large steam frigates, and in our arsenals preparing the munitions 
of war. То the casual observer, who merely looks upon the 
surface of things, there may not appear the slightest cause for 
this bustle and stir; the great northern powers seem to be in 
profound repose, or taking the advantage of a long interval of 
peace to extend and enlarge their commercial interests. But the 
keen scrutiniser of events not only penetrates further and deeper 
into the course of affairs— he draws conclusions from what he 
contemplates, and coupling circumstances together sees probable 
results that are totally concealed from others; and there can be 
no doubt that the English Government, through the means of 
secret agency, obtain information that is calculated to put them 
on their guard. Russia, with its large standing army, is like an 
immense spider, ready on an instant to throw out its wide- 
spreading legs to seize its prey ; and, in fact, the authority of the 
Emperor over the border provinces chiefly rests upon the soldiery, 
who are distinct from every other class of society, and fally pre- 
pared to wreak vengeance wherever it may be ordered to full. 
The protracted war with the Circassians (though the Russian 
troops are commanded by Woronzow, one of the most able and 
talented generals of the empire) still drags on from year to 
year, and will most likely continue, to the great destruction of 
human life, for Russia can furnish plenty of soldiers, and the 
brave defenders of their homes and families are resolved to perish 
rather than submit. The Russian ficet is but of little conse- 
quence compared with that of England or France; nor does the 
Emperor turn much of his attention towards this arm of national 
importance; and instead of armed squadrons to back and enforce 
negotiations, a system of political intrigue has been carried on 
to effect objects that could not be gained by other means. 
The immense force possessed by Russia compels Austria and 
Prussia to establish а counterbalancing weight, to preserve their 
position in the scale of nations; whilst at the same time both 
Austria and Prussia are well aware that many of the Russian 
troops cannot be removed, for fear their removal should admit of 
revolutionary practices amongst the serfs. 

Insurrections have arisen in Italy and Switzerland, which Aus- 
tria endeavours to control. The metropolis of Spain and some 
of the provinces are still divided in feelings and opinions, which 
give rise to discord and hostility. The Spanish fleet is going to 
decay, and scarcely anything is doing to keep up a naval strength. 
Portugal is quiet, both internally and externally. Turkey is also 
tolerably tranquil, and the natives are gradually assuming the 
manners and habits of England and France. The Pasha of 
Egypt rules with supreme control over his subjects, and is at 
once a warrior, а manufacturer, and a merchant. And now let us 
scan the position of the most influential nation next to England— 
we mean France. At the present moment it seems to be а main 
object with the French rulers to gain colonial possessions, in order 
to open markets for the sale of their own produce, to the exclu- 
sion of all other countries; but the mode they adopt to effect this 
is so cruel and unnatural, that from the first moment of their 
setting foot upon the soil, they excite the angry feelings and 
hatred of every one in the locality, and all unite to expel the in- 
vaders by force. Their conduct in Algeria has cost them immense 
sums of money and the sacrifice of many thousand lives. The 
Arabs are their avowed enemies, and the name of Frenchman is 
uttered with loathing and detestation. АП the efforts to induce 
the Arabs to remain peaceable—that is, to be treated like slaves— 
have proved unavailing. The tribes will revolt at every оррог- 
tunity that is efforded to them, and join the true patriot Abd- 
el-Kader, who has posted himself within the dominions of the 
Emperor of Morocco, whither he is to be followed by a large 
body of French troops, most of whom, it may be expected, will 
be cut off by disease. At Tahiti their system has been precisely 
the same, and attended by similar results. They have presumed 
to domineer over the English flag — have insulted her Majesty’s 
agent and British officers, and yet such things have been hushed 
up as matters of little or no importance. Independent of a large 
body of troops in Algeria, France has also an immense army at 
home; and the gens d’armerie are quite sufficient to garrison the 
kingdom, and preserve quiet, whilst a strong armed force may be 
despatched elsewhere. Тһе pamphlet of the PRINCE DE JOIN- 
VILLE, published about eighteen months since, when divested of 
his bombast and gasconade, developed a plan for assailing and in- 
juring England, not only in her commerce on the seas, but actually 
for invading our shores оп buzcanecring expeditions, and destroy- 
ing our dockyards, and devastating the towns and villages upon the 
coast. It is evident that the French conceived such measures to 
be practicable, as steam-navigation had placed the two countries 
on a greater equality in maritime warfare than had ever been 
known before. It is useless to deny that, under peculiar circum- 
stances, the French might, in a very short interval of time, land 
many thousand men, and commit horrible ravages ; but those cir- 
cumstances must be very peculiar indeed, that would allow of 
such a thing, and argue a want of watchfulness on the part of the 
English Government which it has never yet manifested. And one 
of the strongest proots of existing vigilance may be found in that 
very activity to complete war-steamers and block-ships with screw 
propellers to protect our coasts, and arranging р!апв for harbours 
of refuge, which when finished will afford excellent protection and 
powerful defence. France cannot compete with us upon the 
ocean. She must never be allowed to do so. But in the event of 
hostilities between the two nations, there cannot be a doubt that 
other countries will join in the war ; and as England has been the 
envy, and has borne the hatred of all the rest of the world, the 
probability is, that the attempt to crush her would be renewed. 

The United States have assumed а rather threatening aspect ; 
and though it is best for us to be prepared, still we feel pretty 
certain that we have no cause for serious alarm in that quarter ; 
the facility afforded to commerce will long delay all efforts to 
destroy its prosperity. The Oregon question remains unsettled ; 
and there are other points in dispute which require arrangement. 
At all events, the borders of Canada next to the United States are 
to be strengthened by additional forts and military ро, with an 
increased number of war-steamers upon the lakes, The affair at 


Madagascar — that in the River Plate — опг commerce all over 
the globe — the French colonisation іп the Pacific — and the sup- 
pression of the slave trade demand extensive naval preparations to 
meet the different cases, and we are glad to perceive that the 
British Government are becoming more and more awake to the 
best interests of the country.

ADMISSION OF INDIAN CorN.—The chairman of the American Chamber of 
Commerce, Liverpool, has received a letter from Lord Sandon, expressing his 
lordship’s approval of the memorial to the privy council in favour of admitting 
Indian corn. His lordship thinks that such a course on (һе part of our Govern- 
ment would greatly strengthen in America the hands of those who advocate the 
relaxation of the tariff. 

IMPORTANT. — A most important rumour circula'es in select circles in the city 
relative to the terms on which foreign grain and flour are to be admitted for 
home consumption by the expected order in council. 

If we are correctly informed, the following will be the scale laid down: —

2s. per sack. This order will release about one million quarters of grain and 
flour in bond in the United Kingdom, 170,000 115, of flour on the way from the 
United States, 150,000 brls. from Canada, and 60,000 quarters of wheat from the 
Baltic, besides other supplies, which may perhaps reach us before the winter sets 
n. Ihe duty on Thursday was returned at 163. 
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RAILWAY NEWS. 


WOLVERHAMPTON, CHESTER, AND BIRKENHEAD JUNCTION 
RAILWAY. 


An important mecting of landowners, occupiers of property, and tradesmen, 
in the town and neighbourhood of Market Drayton, was held on Monday. The 
chair was taken by Loxdale Warren, Esq., and Among the company present we 
observed — Swinnerton, Esq., W. Godwin, Esq., J. L. Warren, Esq.,— Bird, 
Esq., of Market Drayton, and Mr. Serjeant Allen, R. Wrightson, Esq., Henry 
Mayhew, Esq., Thomas Harris, Е and Mr. J. Smith, solicitor to the company. 
The meeting was called by placards, which were extensively posted in the town 
and neighbourhood for several miles round. Immediately behind the chairman 
was suspended а large map of the line, prepared by the engineer aſter an accurate 
and careful survey of the line, which has been undertaken and completed in 
order to meet the requirements of the standing orders of the House of Commons. 
Loxdale Warren, |Ësq., having been called upon 'to preside, said, he had been 
very unexpectedly requested to take the chair upon an occasion fraught with 
such momentous Importance to the town of Market Drayton. It was needless 
for him to make any observations in proof of the importance of railway commu- 
nication in general, but in order to show the advantages that would be likely to 
be conferred upon the immediate district in which they resided, he would only 
state that a (ew days ago he had occasion to travel from London to Market 
Drayton. Having taken his seat іп a railway carriage. he found himself, within 
four hours, conveyed to Stafford, a distance of 136 miles, for which he was 
charged 1/7. 12s. 64., and it then took him three hours to get from Stafford to 
Market Drayton, which was only a few miles, and it cost him not less than 
12. 17s. 64. to accomplish it. f 

Mr. Serjeant Allen, one of the directors of the rp then rose to propose 
the first resolution, namely,“ That a direct line of rai way from Wolverhampton 
to Chester is indispensably requisite. After alluding generally to the advantages 
of railway accommodation, the learned gentleman proceeded to observe upon the 
advantages which would be conferred open Staffordshire, Shre эзһіге, and the ad- 
joining counties, by the projected line. Not only would it affor them the mastery 
of the various markets to which they proposed to carry their commodities, but it 
must of necessity tend to their advantage in other respects, 

At the present time, in order to get from London to Birkenhead, they were 
sent round thirty-five miles; but by this project this distance would be saved, 
The expense of conveyance would be materially diminished, and a great saving 
of time and personal convenience would be effected. The learned gentleman 
then proceed - d to observe that this line was not in hostility to the Grand June. 
tion Kailway, It professed to be a Wolverhampton, Chester, and Birkenhead 
Junction Railway, and to effect its object it actually made use of the Grand Junc- 
tion line from Birmingham to Wolverhampton, ad ‘stance of some twelve or four- 

miles. 
te Nobert Wrightson, Esq., seconded this resolution. 

J. Swinnerton, Esq., of Market Drayton, moved the second resolution — 
„That the line entitled the Wolverhampton, Chester, and Birkenhead Junction 
Railway, is the best suited for the purposes of the public, and will be the only 
direct line between Wolverhampton and Chester.“ William Godwin, Esq., of 
Market Drayton, seconded the resolution, ' 

—— Sandwell, Esq., then moved the next resolution—‘ That a local com- 
mittee be appointed for the purpose of carrying out the objects of the intended 
company.” Henry Mayhew, Esq., іп seconding the resolution, said be looked 
upon whatever tended to bring men together in society as calculated to improve 
their social condition. It was to be hoped the day would come when the steam- 
engine might, to use а comparison, like the tea-kettle, hiss forth upon every 
man's hearth ; that was, that every man might have the advantage of railway 
communication, There had been a time in the history of this country when the 
population of it had been seventy times less than it was now, and when it then 
required seven kings, under the title of the кимси to govern the natin. 
That was not the case now; and one sovereign, with a population increased 
seventy times over, was able to govern the company with ease ; and one cause of 
that was, because men had now greater facilities of communicating with each 
other, and becoming more and more linked together, After r.ading several 
interesting extracis, for the purpose of showing the beneficial results of an im- 

roved system of international communication, the speaker said, in regard to 
һе panic which had been the cause of much observation and speculation during 
the past week, that panic had originated in London, and in his (Mr. Maybew’s) 
opinion it was both fruitless and groundless, and had been propagated by in- 
terested parties, who stated that the country was called upon to pay forty mil- 
lions for the support of railway schemes, and at that announcement the people 
wondered with stupid ignorance. Such people, however, knew not the resources 
of this country ; for inthe time of the late war more than that sum was dis- 
tributed every year for the sake of its support, and a few years ago twenty mil- 
lions had bech easily and readily paid for the emancipation of the poor slaves, 


and yet some people were foolish enough to suppose that the sum required 
could not be 9 without ruin. рр 4 


Tue DIRECT INDEPENDENT KENT, SURREY, AND SUSSEX UNION. — The advan- 
tages of this union line of таймау are greater than any other line hitherto 
projected, as they combine all the accommodation proposed by the projected 
short lines south of London, and in а much more convenient arrangement. 

It passes through very inexpensive districts, viz. Locks Fielas, Walworth Com- 
mon, aud a mass of small worthless property, such as Kent Street, &c.; and from 
Camberwell, tha Kent branch immediately proceeds through lands of moderate 
yalue,jwaste land, &c.; and again from Camberwell to Brixton, Clapham, Tooting, 
апа іп fact to Mitcham, the projectors have Judiciously selected the same cha- 
racter 01 property, which cannot be said of any other of the South London pro- 
jects, which on the contrary have been projected through most costly property — 
taking for instance the line from Queen Street, City. to the Elephant and Castle, 
Newington. Indeed, it is questionabie, whether the South London project is not 

uite impracticable in itself, particularly with such ап insignificant capital. Each 
line radiating from the Elephant and Castle, must of necessity be traversed b 
separate trains. The Metropolitan South Suburban Atmospheric is the fourth 
line for the south side of the Thames. This company is very recent; indeed, we 
have not been able yet to obtain a prospectus with the names of the pro- 
visional committee, or a plan. Its intended courte, however, as described in the 
advertisements, in this—to commence at Queen Street in the city, proceed 
over Southwark Bridge to Brixton, Clapham, Tooting, Camberwell, Peckham, 
Dulwich, Norwood, Greenwich, Blackheath, Woolwich, Wandsworth, Putney, 
Mortlake, Richmond, thus apparently copying part of the line suggested by the 
Direct Epsom, and with a capital much too small for such an extensive line, 
branching as it does in four directions, where property is very valuable. It is 
evident, upon a reference to a map of the country sugges'ed to be traversed, 
that this line will have much more powerful Opposition than the others, viz. from 
the Greenwich, South Western, and Richmond railways, whose interests it will 
interfere with in the course proposed. Тһе Direct Union Line also in its long 
range aflords the best accommodation to those parts of the country through 
which it is intended to pass, and requiring railway accommodation. It will also 
be a eompeting line tothe Brighton. This is an iudependent and direct line 
supplying the South of London passenger traffic, at the most reasonable rate of 
charges, and not dependent оп the suburban traftic, running as it does to large 
and important towus in Sussex, Kent, and thickly populated parishes in Surrey. 
Another decided advantage isin haviug our own terminus in the Borough, where 
the market is for all Kentish, Surrey, and Sussex produce. In clearing амбу 
and improving the neighbourhoods through which the Direct Union Line passes, 
will have a beneficial influence on the lovalitvy. From the Borough, it passes 
through Kent Street, thence througn Locks Fields and Walworth Common -рго- 
perty of little value, and the dwellings which the yromolers purpose erecting 
will not ony, brng ina handsome revenue, but will form a well- finished street 
direct from London Bridge to Camberwell Green, where there will be a station, 
and it is intended that trains are to run from that place every 10 minutes. The low 
charges this company intend tocarry passengers for, promite to insure a very large 
return. The branch to Peckham Ryeand from that place to Dulwich college and to 
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Norwood Cemetery is one continued flat—the cost of which, compared with other 
schemes, must be obvious to all parties who would invest their capital in railways— 
and from Peckham Rye proceeds to Lewisham, where the advantages over all 
others is very prominent, viz. others purpose in that district to fall into the 
Croydon line, consequenti they will uot take a single passenger after leaving 
Lewisham, and this line will, by passing through Peckham Rye, Peckham, and 
Camberwell, take thousands. By the Surrey and Sussex branch the line showsa 
decided superiority, inasmuch as the passenger- traffic must be very great, running 
through two rich and fertile counties, two market towns, and forming junctions 
with four projected lines. To the fashionable and healthy town of Worthing, a 
direct line must be of the greatest advantage. 

CHICHESTER AND Восмок RAILWAY.—This undertaking has for its object the 
construction of a short and direct railway from Chichester to Bognor, the dis- 
tance being only six miles, completing the interlivear communication through. 
out the whole of the district, extending from London to Brighton on the one 
hand, and London to Southampton on the other. It may be safely affirmed that, 
as a speculation, few projects offer similar inducements to capitalists. One great 
advantage of this line is the great facility it offers for being passed through the 
House during the ensuing session, being in itself wholly prepared for this pre- 
liminary sanction. 

On Tuesday last the first sod was lifted on the Caledonian line, Newton dis- 
trict, hetween Gretna and Ecclefechan, by Mr. John Bell, farmer. Among the 
persons present was the Rev. J. Murdock, minister at Kirkpatrick Church, who 
appropriately prayed for the general prosperity of the undertaking, and for the 
preservation of all who should be employed upon the works. 

THE Surrey CANAL.— The Grand Surrey Canal has been purchased bya rail- 
way company for 250,000/, It is not the intention of the purchasers to fill up the 
canal, but to forma railway on its banks, іп connection with the North Eastern, 
South Western, and Richmond lines. A meeting was held at the company’s 
offices, White Lion Court, Cornhill, on Tuesday, and after some discussion the 
purchase was accepted. 

CHELTENHAM AND MALVERN JUNCTION.—A public meeting of the inhabitants 
of Tewkesbury was held on Monday at the town hall, the mayor, Mr. John 
Packer, in the chair, ** for the purpose of taking into consideration the merits of 
such of the projected lines as a:e intended to pass through or near to the town,” 
when resolutions in favour of the Cheltenham and Malvern Junction and the 
Avon and Severn Valley Railways were carried. 

Tue Direct Epsom AND SOUTH LONDON ATMOSPHERIC JUNCTION.—This line 
will shorten the distance between London and Epsom about four miles, and by 
means of the main line, or its branches, afford to the Direct Portsmouth, the 
Dorking, Brighton, and Arundel, the South Western, the Brighton, and the 
South Eastern Railways a direct communication with the city of London. It is 
to be constructed on the atmospheric principle. 
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DISCOVERIES IN THE ANTARCTIC REGIONS. 


The “ Cape Town Gazette” of the 25th of July contains some highly inter. 
esting intelligence from the Antarctic region. According to these accounts the 
magnetic pole was nearly reached. It appears that an expedition was fitted out 
at the Cape and sent southward, under the command of Lieut. Moore, of the 
royal navy, who succeeded in penetrating further towards the pole than any na- 
vigator before him. 

“Тһе barque Pagoda, hired by government for a scientific expedition to the 
Antarctic regions, lately returned to Simon's Bay, and the following particulars 
connected therewith may be relied upon as authentic. This vessel, under the 
command of Lieut. Moore, penetrated, we understand, further to the southward 
(between the meridian of Greenwich and 120 degrees east) than any other vessel 
ever attained unto before her, and completed the whole series of magnetic 
observations left unfinished ty her Majesty's ships Erebus and Terror. The 
Pagoda very nearly reached the magnetic pole, but the ашап т of compact ice 
and icebergs which she fell in with precluded the nossibi ity of her advancement. 
Many important discoveries were made, which will doubtless be laid before the 
public as soon as the official report shall have reached home, 

She was at times surrounded by icebergs considerably higher than the mast 
heads; notwithstanding which the existence of the Antarctic continent, viz. 
Victoria Land, has been confirmed beyond a doubt. The“ aurora borealis,” or 
northern luminary, was observed to be exceedingly brilliant, so much 80, indeed, 
that at night small print was distinctly legible thereby, a truly rare circumstance 
in a southern hemisphere. The stores of natural history have been much en- 
riched by collections of birds and fishes previously unknown, On her homeward 
track the Pagoda touched at King George’s Sound, where the hospitable treat- 
ment of the settlers and natives is highly spoken of ; every thing was going on 
well at that settlement. She next made the Mauritius, and returned to Simon's 
Bay after a circuit of nearly 14.000 miles in 140 days, having in that er iod fully 
accomplished the intended objects, when the vessel was delivered up,in excellent 
condition, to Capt. II. Byron, jun., her original commander, without a single 
casualty, not a man having been sick all the voyage, which may be mainly 
ascribed to the great care and attention bestowed by Admiral Pere їп fitting out 
this barque for her hazardous and solitary task; and there is no doubt that the 
scientific world will be benefited by its results." 
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FATAL MINING ACCIDENT NEAR BRISTOL. 


Briston, Ост. 27.— An accident, accompanied by a considerable sacrifice of 
human life, occurred on Saturday afternoon last at the Upper Soundwell Col- 
liery, about five miles distant from this city. On that day, about one o'clock, 
five men had entered a bucket for the purpose of being drawn to the top of the 
pit, when the cord immediately snapped, and the poor fellows fell to the bottom, 
а distance of about 80 feet, and were all instantly killed, with the exception of 
one, who survived about three quarters of an hour. A sixth man was about 
getting into the bucket at the time the горе broke, and was dragged down with 
it; he has survived up to the present time, but is not expected to live. His arm 
was fractured, and has been amputated. 

The names of the deceased are William Harris, 
family. several of whom are. however, married; William Bassett, 65; Thomas 
Bird, 40, leaving a wife and 5 children ; Benjamin Wilshire, 33, leaving a wife 
and 3 children: and John Porter, 33, leaving a wife and 6 children. The sur- 
vivor, George Britten, has also several children. The deceased Wilshire’s wife's 
former husband was killed by a similar accident. 
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DREADFUL SHIPWRECK OF A HULL AND HAMBURGH 
STEAMER. 

By the General Steam Naviga; jon Company's steam ship Neptune, Captain Whit- 
tingham, commander, which arrived at Blackwall on Wednesday afternoon from 
Hamburgh, intelligence was received in the city of the shipwreck and 1 ss of one of 
the Hull and Hamburgh steamers, called the argaret, commanded by Captain 
Rawlinson, accompani-d by a great loss of life. From the few particulars that 
have been brought over, it appears that during the whole of last week the coast 
was visited by a most fearful storm, the wind blowing a continual gale from the 
north to the north-west; and the destruction among the coasting traders is 
stated to have been very great. The Margaret steamer left Hamburgh for the 
port of Hull on Friday, the 19th instant, having her usual number of passengers 
and a full cargo of merchandise, the weather at the time of her departure being 
what is termed moderate. By the time she had arrived off Cuxhaven, near the 
mouth of the Elbe, it was blowing a gale from the north-west, but the captain 
thinking it would not be of any duration, the pilot left the vessel at that port, 
and she preceeded on ber passage, and was last seen from Heligoland, passing 
through the usual track. Nothing further was heard of her until Sunday morning 
last, when the General Steam Navigation Company's steamer Neptune, on the 
point of starting with the mails from Norden, learned that the unfortunate 
steamer had been wrecked off that c ast, and that 16 of the Развепдегв and 3 of 
the crew had perished with her. From another source it has been ascertained 
that the ill-fated vessel, after leaving Heligoland, could, in consequence of the 
gale, have only made lee way, and eventually, it is supposed, she was driven on a 
dangerous sand, called the Memmett, near Juist, at the eastern entrance of the 
river Memm. According to the accounts, she struck before day break on the 
morning of the 22d, and, therefore, must have been encountering the gale for 
three days. It appears that the moment she took the shoal the sea, which was 
running terribly high, swept several persons overboard. The long boat was 
launched, and attempts were made to reach the shore, but owing to its crowded 
state and the violent surf, it capsized, апа every soul in it met with a watery 
grace. Those who remained ou board the vessel, after being exposed to the 
most severe privation for a number of hours, were saved. The steamer became 
a complete wreck, but as the tide receded, considerable quantities of her cargo 
were got out of her hold. The Margaret was the pro erty of Mr. Pinners of 
Hull, by whom she was built some years ago. She was of about 250 tons burden, 
rigged as a three mast schooner, and was worked by a screw propeller, being the 
first vessel of the description that has been engaged as a passenger vessel from 
that port, She had a very rakish appearance, and, from the quantity of canvass 
she carried, was considered a perfect clipper, Within a few miles of the spot 
where the Margaret was lost, viz. off Norderney, a ship foundered about the 
same time, and every soul belonging to her was drowned. Another vessel, 
belonging to St. Petersburgh, named the Mehala, was lost on the previous day 
on the same sands, and the pals and one of his crew perished. In addition to 
those deplorable disasters, the“ Hamburgh Mail” announces the loss of no

During the last month the government authorities have given 
their assent to the scheme, by ceding the rights of the crown to the soil of the 
estuary to the company of proprictors of the Norfolk Estuary.

— On Sunday morning a fire broke out in 
the farm buildings of Mr. Furber, a farmer at Shipbrooke, about three miles trom 
this town, «hich ended, we regret to say, in the deaths of three children, and 
the destruction of the whole ot the barns, stables, and other outbuildings on one 
side of the premises, with the hay, straw, and grain, the whole of the produce of 
the late harvest, aud implements of husbandry. 


Tue Poraro Disease. — We have to state that government has instituted an 
inquiry into the character and extent of the potato disease in Ireland, Dr. 
Lyon Playfair and Professor Lindley have proceeded to Ireland to assist in this 
inquiry, at the desire of Sir Robert Peel. Such an official recognition of that 
formidable visication renders all further details of its progress superfluous. It 
matters little now whether we were right in laying the loss of the potato crop at 
five sixths. It is at least certain that the injury is of the most extensive de- 
scription. — Gardeners’ Chronicle.

A CORRESPONDENT at NAPLES writes on the 9th: — In the morning ot 
Thursday last (2d inst.) the Scientitic Congress, with its president, the minister 
of state, Sant Angelo, went to Pompeii, where excavations were made under 
the directions of М. Carlo Bomicci, chief conservator of the antiquities of the 
kingdom. In a street near the temple of Augustus were found two shops filled 
with iron and brass kitchen utensils, apparently set out for sale. Opposite these 
shops was uncovered a magazine containing biocks of indigenous and African 
marble, апа five statues of white marble, one of which is a faun, and another of 
a woman clothed in drapery, which the antiquarians preseut believed to repre- 
sent the Goddess of Envy. 

The LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL of the SANDWICH ISLANDS, consisting of a House 
of Nobles and a House of Representatives, was convened on the 20th of May. 
The opening of the council was conducted with all the formality of the opening 
of the British Parliament — guns were fired from the forts, and the foreign vese 
sels responded. The King's speech is in imitation of that of the kings of Europe. 
Peace 18 announced with all nations, and the attention of the legislature is 
directed to all matters of local or public concern.

POSTSCRIPT. 
INDIA AND CHINA.—THE OVERLAND MAIL. 


By the express which Lieut. Waghorn promised to bring from Alexandria via 
Trieste, to test the superiority of the communication through Germar у over 
that across France, we have received our papers and despatches in anticipation 
of the Bombay mail of the Ist of October. Tranquility prevailed in India. 

From Scinde we learn that the arrangements of that province were continuing 
in the same pacific manner as before. ‘The people were more happy and con- 
tented under the British government than under the Ameers. There was 
scarcely any sickness amongst the Europeans there, with the exception of a few 
at Sukkur. A wing of the 2d regiment of the Bengal Europeans had reached 
Kurrachee with only thirteen slight cases, although thev hai come from Sukkur. 
Sir Charles Napier was preparing to visit the port of Catch, which is subject to 
his role; he was to start from Kurrachee in the month of November. The 
discussions between the adherents of Sir Charles and his opponents was still 
carried on with great acrimony, especially on the side of the latter, General 
Hunter has not yet been succeeded by any officer in the room of the much ie- 
gretted General Considine. 

The affairs at Lahore continued to be as embarrassed as ever. Peshora Singh, 
whose rebellion at Attock had been put down, was coming to the Sikh ¢ ‘pital, 
in order, as it was said, to take the wuzeership from the queen's brother, 
Jowahir Singh, who had fled, but was afterwards persuaded to return. ‘The 
can of the cholera had ceased at Lahore, but were devastating Peshawur and 
Cabul. 

Gholab Singh, who had gone on leave to his mountain fortress at Jamoo, re- 
mained there. The Sikh troops were apparently quiet, but as the usual time 
for the disturbances (the Dusserah Festival) had not passed, it was not known 
whether they would then change the government or not. They are represented 
to have said that they should first repulse and beat the Feringhees (ſoreiguers), 
апа then call their own government toan account, 
ka The governor-general left Calcutta on the 22d of September for the upper 
provinces, with an army of 32,000 infantry, 6000 cavalry, and 140 guns. Оп the 
confines of the Punjab, some severe fighting, or perhaps decided Negociations, 
were expected. It was not to be permitted that the turbulent Sikh soldiery 
should keep the frontier in constant dread of an invasion. Тһе period of Sir Н. 
Hardinge’s following the determined policy of all his British predecessors was 
approaching, and, іп all probability, he would have to tight some battles; for he 
cannot expect to find the proud Sikhs will submit. unless conquered in the field. 
The absence of the governor-general from Calcutta woul exceed, as it was 
said, twenty months. 

The news trom CHINA comes down to the 15th of July, but contains nothing 
remarkable. Our correspondent has sent us a statistical comparison between 
Hong Kond and Chusan, which is extracted from the notes of а recent visitor, 
and was published in a Bombay paper.

tering, it being in the gallery over the screen at the south end. We 
must not, however, allow ourselves to indulge in the mere rhapsody 
of admiration; therefore, to cut it short, we. will set about description 
at once, ina plain, sober, methodical, and matter of fact manner. 

In point of spaciousness, both as to area and loftiness, this new 
hall is inferior to scarcely any other structure of its class in the king- 
dom; or if, in that respect, it falls short of one or two, it surpasses 
them in beauty and completeness of architecture. Guildhall, for in- 
stance, is somewhat larger, but will bear no comparison whatever 


with it as to nobleness and consistency of style; St. George’s Hall, 
Windsor, has far more of the character of a long gallery than a hall ; 
and that of Christ's Hospital, Newgate Street, though of great merit. 
and also larger than this one at Lincoln’s Inn, falls considerably 
short of it in splendidness of character and in effect; besides which, 
even were they alike in all other respects, there is one circumstance 
that produces avery material and decided difference between this 
hall and those at Windsor and Christ's Hospital, which is, that 
they are lighted from only one side, and in the first one the windows 
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(of plate glass) come down nearly to the floor — a trait in the archi- 
tecture that betrays modernism. In the plan of Guildhall, again, 
there is one circumstauce which takes off from the first impression, 
for the entrance being оп one side, the visitor finds himself midway 
in the hall on first going in, instead of obtaining a vista along it from 
one end. 

As such comparison may just now possess a degree of interest 
which it may not have at any other time, at least, not for readers in

HISTORIC NOTICE. 
Lincoln’s Inn is situated between Chancery Lane on the east and 
incoln’s Inn Fields on the west. It derives its name from Henry 
acey, Earl of Lincoln, whose palace stood on the site of the pre- 
sent buildings. The ground was passed into his hands by virtue of

а grant from King Edward I., having previously belonged to an 
establishment of“ Black Friars.” The Earl of Lincoln assigned 
the ground formerly occupied by these friars, and his own mansion, 
Chichester House, to certain professors of the law, who, adding to 
the space thus obtained the greater part of that belonging to the see 
of Chichester, built there an inn of court for the study of the laws 
of England. Part of the inn, namely, the part which belonged to 
the bishopric, was leased to the society until the twenty-eighth year of 


DECORATIVE SHIELD ON THE NORTH EAST TOWER, BEARING ONE OF 
THE QUARTERINGS OP THE SOCIETY’S ARMS, 


Henry VIII., when the Bishop of Chichester granted the inheritance 
to Francis Sulyard and his brother Eustace, both students, the sur- 
vivor of whom, in the twentieth year of Queen Elizabeth, sold the 
fee to the benchers for 5201. 

The fine old gate-way, or gate-house tower, so conspicuous a 
feature of Chancery Lane, was the work of the early part of the 
sixteenth century, having been completed in the ninth year of 
Henry VIII., and almost entirely at the charge of Sir Thomas 
Lovell, the founder of Hollywell Nunnery, a member of the Society 
of Lincoln’s Inn, and a knight of the Garter. ‘The arms of this 
worthy adorn the gatehouse, on which are also placed the escutcheons 
of the Lacey family, which also were © cast and wrought in lead оп 
the louvre of the hall of the house, which was in the three 
escutcheons, a lion rampant for Lacie, seven mascules voided for 
Quincie, and three wheatsheafs for Chester.” These escutcheons

however, had, in the course of repairing and altering the public 
buildings, disappearcd before the close of the sixteenth century, and 
the only memorials of Sir Thomas Lovell now existing may be seen 
over the ancient gateway in Chancery Lane. The bricks and tiles 
used in the building of this gateway and of the hall were made from 
clay dug from a piece of ground adjoining to Lincoln’s Inn Fields; 
and we are furcher informed that the cost of sculpturing the arms 
over the gate, together with the wrought work for the chimneys, 
and forty-three loads of freestone, was 16l 7s 5d. Тһе gatehouse 
and all the buildings facing Chancery Lane are now completely 
saturated with smoke, but soine of the butidings in the interior of 
the inn, especially the * Stone Buildings,” are both handsome and 
commodicus; the chambers are chiefly occupied by Chancery bar- 
risters, conveyancers, and persons in attendance on the Court of 
Chancery, now heid in the Old Hall of Lincoln's Inn and in two 
temporary Vice- Chancellor's Courts, which occupy nearly the whole 
of the small square, of which the gatehouse forms the eastern side, 
Тһе gardens, in which Bickerstaff delighted to walk, being privi- 
leged to do во by the benchers “ who had grown old” with him, are 
extensive. From the garden the spectatur may readily distinguish 
the modern erections trom the more ancient buildings of the six- 
teenth century; tne former occupy the greatest extent, and consist 
of the Stone Buildings and New Square, formerly called “ Searle's 
Court,” from Henry Searle, Esq., a bencher of this inn, whose pro 
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pertv this square was about 1697, when it was purchased by the 
society. In the centre of the square stood a small Corinthian 
column, designed by Inigo Jones: at the four corners of the pedestal 
were infant tritons, holding shells, which formerly spouted water : 
this was intended for a fountain, but from some mismanagement it 
has Jong ceased to be entitled to that name. The Stone Buildings 
are from the design of Sir Robert Taylor, and are only part of a 
noble plan for rebuilding the whole inn, but which has never yet 
been carried out. Several plans have been devised at various times 
for the embellishment of this inn and its vicinity, among which 
those of Inigo Jones prove that that great man, however pure and 
elegant his taste, was never formed for a Gothic architect. The 
chapel, his design, is built upon huge pillars and arches, which once 
formed a promenade beneath, cold and damp in bad weather, and in 
fine weather too retired: this has been of late years enclosed with an 
iron railing, and has been used as a place of interment for the 
benchers. 

From the terrace walk of the garden а fine view is obtained of one 
of the largest squares in Europe, for the embellishment of which the 
same architect had formed some grand ideas, intending to have built 
all the houses in the same style and taste, and to have laid out the 
garden and formed the inlets to this beautiful square on a most mag- 
nificent scale; but unfortunately his designs were never carried out, 
because the inhabitants had not taste enough to be of the same mind, 
or to unite their sentiments for the public ornament and reputation, 

The Old Hall of Lincoln's Inn, which has been repeatedly altered 
and modernised, was commenced in 1506, and is an exceedingly fine 
room, though smaller, and by nomeans so handsome as the halls of 
the Inner and Middle Temple. It is used for the sittings of the 
Jord chancellor out of term time, as well as for the usual commons 
of the Society during term. Chantrey's statue of Thomas Erskine, 
instead of incumbering Westminster Abbey, is most appropriately 

laced at the southern end of the hall, opposite to the chair of the 
ord chancellor. 

Erskine wasa member of this inn, and his coat of arms decorates 
the walls of the hall, together with the escutcheons of Spencer Per- 
ceval, Canning, Lyndhurst, Brougham, and other eminent lawyers; 
and here also are the arms of the clergymen emblazoned, who have 
filled the office of preacher to the Honourable Society. Among 
these appear the names of Reginald Heber, William Warburton 
and John Tillotson. Erskine's career was a splendid one, though his 
parts were more shining than solid. At an early age, while in the 
army, he married a young Jady to whom he was much attached, and 
who accompanied him to Minorca; and this union, foolish and 
thoughtless as it was considered by his family, was always declared 
by himself to have been the incitement which spurred him on to 
exer ion. In the year 1772 he returned to England, and shortly 
afterwards, conceiving that his talents were hidden In the poor society 
of a marching regiment, he entered at Lincoln's Inn, and imme- 
diately commenced his studies at the bar. Amongst the distinguished 
characters who assembled at the house of Mrs. Montague, Mr, Ers- 
kine was not unfrequently seen, “ Не talked,” says Boswell, “ with 
a vivacity, fluency, and precision so uncommon, that he attracted 
petua attention.” Erskine, a husband and а father, struggled 

ard with pecuniary difficulties, The time at length arrived when he 
was at liberty to commence his professional life; but on rising to 
speak, though it was but to make a motion of course, he was so over- 
come with confusion that he was about to sit down. © At that time,“ 
he was accustomed to relate, “ I fancied I could feel my little chil- 
dren tugging at my gown; so І made an effort — went оп —and 
succeeded.”

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THE FAMINE QUESTION. — The wheat crop is bv this time ascertained to be 
indifferent in the quality and short in the yield. So it is generally throughout 
Europe, in some countries even worse than in England. Tbe accumulations 
of the corn growing districts have been reckoned up with tolerable certainty, and 
found wanting. Тһе continental prices are at this moment rivalling the English 
prices. The potato panic. which has so mysteriously risen and fallen, is much 
too universal not to be well founded. !f there has not been a serious failure, 
never was there so wide spread and so audacious a conspiracy to terrify the 
world, The result is a commercial phenomenon almost unparaileled. At this 
moment it is impossible to say in what direction the currents of human food will 
run for the ensuing twelvemonth — whether from Ireland to England, or Eng- 
land to Ireland; whether from Odessa to England or to Belgium; whether from 
England to Belgium, or пісе versa, Where there are so many calls, the posses- 
sors are beginning to discover the value of their store. From one end of the 
continent to another, the fortunate holders are beginning to ho»rd corn either 
for wealth or for subsistence. There is a rising cry to open the ports or even to 
prohibit exportation. In Ireland the calamity seems imminent. Sensible people 
are counting the months. Next January, say some, next April say others, 
dire scarcity will begin her reign. The cry has at last reached Downing Street, 
and to-morrow, it is said, there is to be a cabinet e-uncil to discuss the famine 
question, It is then to be settled whether the ports are to de opened by an 
order in council, or whether, as some think necessary, by a special session held 
for the purpose. Such is the early catastrophe of the sliding scale. уса 
Such is the happy and honourable conclusion of the premier's master policy, 
The nation is forced, at last, on its very knees, to do what, even four years back, 
it might have done as an act of justice and humanity. Famine now extorts 
from our grasp what might have been even regarded as a willing boon to univer- 
ваї man. So far Sir Robert Peel has degraded us to the reign of slavish fear 
and brute necessity. Once we might have declared a free trade in corn, now we 
must. The only consolation is, that perhaps the work will be more effectual, 
though less prudent. Four years since it might have been a fixed duty, now it is 
total repeal. That is all the landowners gain by their devout subjection to Sir 
Robert Peel.—Times.
